James Ward and Andrew, the dead 
boxer's brother, accompanied him to 
the hGSfi'.trt'i and spent the rJ.glit at his 
bedside. 


Result of Post Mortem. 


At the conclusion of the post mor- 


tem, 
Dr. Hilliker, who conducted it

found which might have been the cause 
of death.

Rains Have Ceased. 


Seattle, Wash., Nov. .16.—The rains 


of the past few days have ceased, the 
weafcher has turned colder ami the 
water !n the upper part of the WhKe 
river valley is slowly receding.
